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RULES  OF  ORDER 


i 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments  to  1955) 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 
present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names'  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Credentials  to 
receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates  as 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  adopted  by 
the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot,  of  a 
Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIIl.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  be  made  at  12:00  o’clock  noon  for  all 
elective  officers  of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations 
printed  on  ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session. 
The  elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.m.  The  re¬ 
gular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during  the 
elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 

10.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
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12.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

13.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock  p.m. 
of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council;  Deputies 
and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid-West;  Deputies 
and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  a  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Canon  2,  Section  7  and  such 
other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be  called 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the 
Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con¬ 
tinue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the 
sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his 
absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and  with  due  re¬ 
spect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President  confining  himself 
to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the 
presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 
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Rule  XXL  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it, 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  precedence  in  the  order 

named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  un¬ 
less  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council,  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the  session, 
but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the 
majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes',  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommend¬ 
ing  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Council,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  question  of  order  shalll  be  decided  by  the  President 
in  the  first  instance,  but!  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and 
on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sit¬ 
tings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on  their  re¬ 
porting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  each  Council.

THE  FIFTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 

October  5,  1955 


The  Conciliar  Mass  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
9:00  a.m.  in  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  Indiana.  The  morning  session 
was  convened  at  10:20  a.m.  in  the  parish  house  and  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop.  Father  Barnds,  rector  of  St.  James’,  welcomed  the  delegates.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese  called  the  roll  of  the  Diocesan  Clergy  and  of  lay 
delegates  of  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  seats  and  votes  in  the 
Council.  Father  Wood,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reported 
all  credentials  in  order.  The  Bishop  declared  the  Council  organized  for 
business  at  10:29  a.m. 

The  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian  was  nominated  by  Father  Murphy  for  the 
office  of  Secretary.  The  nomination  was  seconded.  It  was  moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  that  nominations  be  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for  his 
election.  It  was  so  ordered.  The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Robert  F. 
Royster  as  Assistant  Secretary.  The  Council  voted  concurrence. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  made  his  annual  address.  (See 
page  16) 

Mr.  B.  K.  Patterson  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  by 
Dr.  Kintner.  Nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for 
his  election.  Mr.  Francis  Walters  was  nominated  by  Father  Dexter  to  be 
Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  Nominations  were  closed  and  unani¬ 
mous  ballot  cast  for  his  election.  Mr.  W.  D.  Curtis  was  nominated  by 
Father  Murphy  to  be  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds.  Nominations  were 
closed  an  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for  his  election.  Mrs.  Janies  Krum  was 
nominated  by  Father  Langendorff  to  be  Assistant  Treasurer  of  Missionary 
Funds.  Nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  for  her  election. 

The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor  to  serve  as  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese:  Fathers  Murphy,  Olsen,  Sheri¬ 
dan,  Wood,  D.  J.  Reid,  Barnds,  Royster,  and  D.  A.  Reid.  On  motion,  duly 
seconded,  nominations  were  closed.  The  Rev.  D.  J.  Reid  requested  that  his 
name  be  removed  from  nomination  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

The  Bishop  nominated  Mr.  Haywood  Davis  to  serve  a  three  year 
term  as  Trustee  of  the  Diocese.  On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Council 
confirmed  this  appointment. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  to  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains:  Fathers  Barnds,  Langendorff,  Sheridan,  Murphy,  and  D.  A.  Reid. 
On  motion,  duly  seconded,  these  appointments  were  confirmed  by  the 
Council. 

The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor  to  be  clerical  members 
of  the  Bishop  and  Council:  Fathers  Wells,  Sheridan,  Douglass,  Dexter, 
Cooper,  Brittain,  and  D.  A.  Reid.  On  motion,  nominations  were  closed.  The 
following  were  nominated  from  the  floor  to  be  lay  members  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council:  Messrs.  Milton  Latta,  Frank  Little,  Albert  F.  Spurgeon, 
Arthur  Miller,  Robert  McKay,  Fred  Wolfe,  Dan  Gibson,  and  Orville  Ni¬ 
chols.  On  motion,  duly  seconded,  nominations  were  closed. 

Father  Foster  moved  that  nominations  for  the  Standing  Committee 
be  reopened,  since  Father  Reid’s  withdrawal  left  no  nominee  from  Calu¬ 
met  Deanery.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  The  following  addi- 


tional  nominations  for  the  Standing  Committee  were  then  made:  Fathers 
Foster,  Douglass,  and  Handsbury.  On  motion,  duly  seconded,  nominations 
were  closed.  Father  Foster  asked  that  his  name  be  withdrawn  as  a  nominee 
and  it  was  so  ordered. 

The  Bishop  called  for  Reports,  which  were  made  as  follows: 

Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business:  No  report. 

Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese:  submitted  by  title  by  Father 
Wood  (See  page  19). 

The  Bishop  and  Council:  submitted  by  title  by  Father  Varian  (see 
page  23). 

Finance  Committee:  Dr.  Kintner,  Chairman,  in  submitting  his  report, 
presented  the  Diocesan  budget  for  1956  and  commented  upon  an  increase 
in  the  Bishop’s  salary  to  $8,000.  He  moved  adoption  of  the  budget,  and  the 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Dr.  Kintner  presented  the  following  re¬ 
solution:  “The  diocesan  finance  committee  wishes  to  go  on  record  at  this 
time  as  favoring  the  establishing  of  Bishop’s  salary  at  $10,000  at  the 
1956  Diocesan  Council.”  The  resolution  was  seconded  and  carried  unani¬ 
mously. 

Treasurer  of  the  Diocese:  submitted  by  title  by  Mr.  Patterson  (see 

page  26). 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese:  submitted  by  title  by  the  Chancellor  (see 
page  20). 

Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds:  submitted  by  title  Mr.  Curtis  and 
read  by  Secretary  (see  page  32). 

Department  of  Missions:  Father  Wells,  chairman,  submitted  the  pro- 
tions  of  the  Missions  budget  which  apply  to  the  Diocese.  Father  Claudius 
commented  upon  the  need  of  a  priest  in  the  Southwestern  part  of  the 
Diocese.  Considerable  discussion  resulted  from  an  item  of  $3,800  for  an 
institutional  chaplain.  In  answer  to  a  question  by  Father  Wood  about  the 
ultimate  total  of  the  reserve  fund,  the  Bishop  stated  that  it  had  originally 
been  intended  to  cover  mission  priests’  salaries  in  the  event  of  prolonged 
economic  difficulty.  Father  Wood  moved  that  the  reserve  fund  be  main¬ 
tained  at  $7,000  and  that  the  item  of  $2,500  in  the  budget  be  reduced  to 
$1,000.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Dr.  Kintner  moved  to  table  the  motion. 
The  motion  to  table  was  lost.  A  standing  vote  was  taken  on  Father  Wood’s 
motion,  and  it  was  lost.  Father  Wood  then  moved  that  the  reserve  fund 
be  established  at  $7,000  and  the  Department  of  Missions  be  instructed 
to  include  in  future  budgets  an  item  sufficient  to  maintain  the  reserve  fund 
at  this  figure.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Father  Douglass  noted 
that  the  previous  motion  would  make  the  $2,500  item  for  reserve  unneces¬ 
sary,  and  moved  that  an  item  of  $2,500  be  placed  in  the  budget  for  ad¬ 
vance  work  in  the  Diocese.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  a  standing  vote 
taken  which  resulted  in  a  tie.  A  recount  was  requested,  resulting  in  a  vote 
of  36  yes  and  34  no,  and  the  motion  carried.  Father  Claudius  moved  to 
drop  from  the  budget  the  item  of  $3,800  for  Institutional  work.  The  mo¬ 
tion  was  seconded.  Further  debate  followed. 

The  Council  was  recessed  for  luncheon  at  12:40  p.m. 

The  Council  reconvened  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  at 
2:05  p.m.  The  Bishop  presented  the  following  new  Clergy  to  the  Council: 
Fathers  Trueman,  Richard  Curtis,  James  Curtis,  Halfhill,  Dom  Patrick 
Dalton,  and  Dom  Benedict  Reid. 

Father  Foster  moved  to  table  Fr.  Claudius’  motion.  The  motion  to 
table  was  lost.  The  original  question  was  called,  and  carried.  Judge  Walton 
moved  that  $50,832  be  appropriated  as  the  Missions  budget  for  1956.  The 
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motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  (For  the  Missions  Budget,  as  adopted, 
see  page  35). 

Mr.  Wilkinson  moved  that  nominations  for  elective  offices  be  made  at 
12:00  Noon  at  all  future  Councils.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Action  was 
deferred  so  that  the  order  for  the  day  could  be  followed,  but  later  in  the 
meeting  was  voted  on  and  carried. 

In  the  balloting  for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Rev. 
Richard  Curtis  and  Mr.  Lee  Rose  served  as  tellers.  On  the  first  ballot, 
the  following  were  elected,  to  the  Standing  Committee:

The  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  clerical  and  lay  members  of 
the  Bishop  and  Council.  The  Rev.  William  E.  Smith  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Mell- 
ender  served  as  tellers  for  all  ballots.  On  the  first  ballot,  the  following 
were  elected:

On  the  second  ballot,  delegates  were  instructed  to  vote  for  one  lay¬ 
man  only.  No  nominee  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  and  the  Chair 
declared  that  no  election  had  taken  place.  On  the  third  ballot,  Mr.  Arthur 
Miller  was  elected.

Department  of  Religious  Education:  submitted  by  title  by  Father 
Sheridan  (see  page  23).  Miss  Mary  Frances'  Bemont,  Adviser  in  Religious 
Education,  made  a  report  in  which  she  outlined  her  work  over  the  past 
year  and  offered  assistance  to  parish  priests  in  any  phase  of  Christian 
Education.  She  spoke  of  the  growing  number  of  Vacation  Church  Schools 
throughout  the  Diocese. 

Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations:  submitted  by  title.  The  Bish¬ 
op  asked  Father  Wood  to  read  his  report,  (see  page  24) 

Department  of  Promotion:  submitted  by  title  by  Father  Barnds  (see 
page  25). 

Department  of  Publicity:  submitted  by  title  by  Father  Varian  (see 
page  25). 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons:  No  report. 

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church:  Submitted  by  Father  Barnds. 
(see  page  19) 

Examining  Chaplains:  submitted  by  title  by  Father  Barnds  (see 
page  20). 

Registrar:  Father  Langendorff  stated  that  Journals  of  the  thirteen 
dioceses  in  the  Province  are  available  in  his  office. 

Church  Pension  Fund  Committee:  Read  by  Father  Claudius  in  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Rupert  Esser,  chairman,  (see  page  22) 

A  report  on  the  General  Convention  was  made  by  Father  Murphy,  who 
noted  that  every  delegate  from  the  Diocese  was  present  at  every  session. 
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He  further  proposed  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Father  Barnds  and  to  St. 
James’  Parish,  which  carried  unanimously. 

The  Secretary  moved  an  amendment  to  Rule  X.  of  the  Rules  of  Order 
to  include  a  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  as  required  by  Canon. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  stated  that  Mrs.  Campbell  Gray,  widow  of  the  late  Bishop 
Gray,  had  recently  moved  from  Mishawaka.  He  recommended  a  message 
be  sent  her  from  the  Council.  Father  Dexter  so  moved.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Mr.  Miles  offered  the  following  resolution:  “The  Bishop  be  urged  to 
consider  the  desirability  of  scheduling  the  Divine  Service  which  begins  the 
Annual  Council  at  a  later  hour  in  the  morning  than  nine  o’clock.”  The 
resolution  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Father  Cooper  extended  an  invitation  for  the  Annual  Council  to  meet 
at  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Kokomo.  Father  Wood  extended  a  similar  invi¬ 
tation  from  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and  the  Bishop  noted  that  Fort 
Wayne’s  invitation  for  this  year  was  withdrawn  because  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  parish  house. 

Col.  Bouton  gave  an  interesting  report  on  recent  building  and  ex¬ 
pansion  at  Howe  Military  School. 

The  Council  was  declared  adjourned  and  the  Bishop  gave  his  blessing 
at  3:54  p.m.

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ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

of 

THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  REGINALD  MALLETT,  D.D.,  S.T.D. 

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
to  the  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Council 
of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

October  5,  1955 

My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

With  the  desire  to  neglect  no  part  of  my  work  as  Diocesan,  I  have 
performed  the  customary  and  usual  visitations  during  the  past  conciliar 
year,  ordaining  and  confirming.  I  have  examined  the  records'  of  each  parish 
and  mission,  f  have  made  myself  available  at  all  times  for  consultation. 
The  number  of  persons  confirmed  in  the  conciliar  year  is  524. 

The  necessity  for  undergoing  surgery  in  August  prevented  my  going 
to  the  General  Convention,  but  I  followed  its  deliberations  with  great  in¬ 
terest.  Without  having  felt  the  enthusiasm,  nor  experienced  the  spiritual 
boost  that  comes  from  participation  in  this  great  church  gathering,  I  am 
compelled  to  present  to  the  Diocese  the  responsibility  to  accept  wholeheart¬ 
edly  our  quota  for  the  General  Church  program.  The  budget  of  the  National 
Church  is  6  million  dollars.  Our  full  share  for  1956  is  $24,630.  This  is 
an  increase  of  $3,000.  The  application  of  the  rule  not  to  apply  the  Children’s 
Lenten  Offering  on  the  Quota  places  upon  us  the  necessity  of  raising  an  ad¬ 
ditional  $5,000.  We  shall  greatly  miss  this  credit  from  our  children’s  offer¬ 
ing.  This  year,  1955,  we  received  $5,300  credit  on  our  $21,000  quota.  The 
Bishop  and  Council  had  anticipated  doing  this  voluntarily,  and  made  pro¬ 
vision,  at  its  August  meeting,  to  reduce  our  credit  by  Vz  for  1956  and  to 
absorb  the  whole  loss  over  a  3  year  period.  Now  we  find  it  must  be  done 
in  one  year. 

The  value  of  the  offering,  in  dollars,  in  helping  us  pay  our  national 
quota  has  been  so  great  that  we  have  used  every  means  possible  to  stimu¬ 
late  thoi  children  not  only  to  sacrificial  giving,  but  we  also  suggested  pro¬ 
jects  to  them  to  earn  money  for  the  offering.  We  hoped,  seriously  and 
piously,  that  with  the  enthusiasm  engendered  there  was  also  a  true  know¬ 
ledge  of,  and  a  sincere  desire  to  help,  the  Church’s  mission  work.  We  have 
reviewed  the  whole  matter  of  the  Lenten  Offering,  and  I  find,  by  discussion 
with  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education,  that  the  de¬ 
partment  is  going  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  new  point  of  view. 
We  now  feel  that  we  should  make  the  major  stress  that  of  sacrificial 
giving  during  Lent  with  emphasis  on  education  for  Missions;  and  not 
further  competitive  giving  by  many  awards,  as  in  the  past.  The  department 
will  issue  a  manual  with  teaching  helps  on  the  selected  subject.  We  shall 
hold  no  district  meetings,  but  Miss  Bemont  will  be  ready  to  help  any 
parish  or  mission,  especially  with  the  use  of  slides,  or  talks  on  missionary 
work.  The  Presentation  Service  for  the  Diocese  will  be  held  as  usual, 
and  the  Bishop’s  awards  for  1956  will  be  not  for  the  largest  offering  nor 
for  per  capita  giving,  but  will  be  based  entirely  upon  projects  which  indi¬ 
cate  the  educatonal  work  done  in  connection  with  the  offering. 

During  the  past  year  notable  additions  were  made  to  the  impressive 
list  of  parishes  that  have  had  money  raising*  campaigns.  St.  Augustine’s, 
Gary,  is  nearing  its  $50,000  goal  for  a  new  Church  building.  St.  Thomas’. 
Plymouth,  recently  concluded  a  fund  raising  campaign  for  $45,00  for  an 
advance  program.  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  is  initiating  a  plan  to  enable 
them  to  build  a  new  church.  St.  James,  Goshen,  which  is  showing  increas¬ 
ing  growth  under  Father  Mosier’s  guidance,  is  undertaking  an  expansion 
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program  to  climax  its  centennial  in  1959.  New  Parish  houses  under  con¬ 
struction  at  Trinity,  Ft.  Wayne,  and  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  are  a  credit  to 
them,  and  to  our  Diocese. 

In  the  past  month  Howe  Military  School  has  signed  contracts  for  a 
new  Lower  School,  a  new  Dining  Hall,  and  a  new  Hospital,  which  will 
cost  nearly  half  a  million  dollars.  Colonel  Bouton  will  tell  us  today  of 
Howe’s  plans  for  the  future. 

Our  gifts  for  BUILDERS  FOR  CHRIST,  reported  at  General  Con¬ 
vention,  totalled  $11,04G.  Our  Diocese  is  short  of  it  goal  about  $5,000.  The 
Bishop  and  Council  hopes  it  will  be  paid,  to  offset  the  shortage  of  the 
National  Church,  which  is  $36,000. 

We  now  have  thirty-six  priests  in  the  Diocese — 28  in  active  work,  and 
8  non-parochial  or  retired.  Clerical  changes  for  the  past  year  in  the  Dio¬ 
cese  are  these:  Of  the  reverend  clergy,  liarold  G.  Kappes  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac,  Hugh  Barnes  to  the  Diocese  of 
Olympia,  George  DeGraff  to  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  and  Robert  Wise  to 
the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee.  Kenneth  E.  Trueman  has  been  ordained  Deacon 
and  Priest  and  is  curate  at  St.  John’s  Church,  Elkhart.  James  L.  LeVeque 
and  Richard  Curtis  have  been  added  by  Ordination.  Dom  Patrick  Dalton, 
O.S.B.,  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Oxford.  We  have  received 
by  transfer  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  William  E.  Smith,  Deacon,  (for 
work  at  St.  James’,  South  Bend),  and  from  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michi¬ 
gan,  James  W.  Curtis,  Priest,  (to  be  Assistant  at  Christ  Church,  Gary). 
James  W.  Halfhill  has  been  appointed  Vicar  of  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend, 
and  is  working  under  license  from  the  Bishop. 

Our  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  Donald  Paul  King  and  Woodrow 
White,  both  students  at  Seabury  Western.  Our  Postulants  are  Arthur  T. 
Berkley,  Jr.,  student  at  Carleton  College,  John  David  Shuman,  student  at 
Indiana  University,  Barton  Ward  Taylor,  student  at  Seabury  Western. 

We  have  lost  one  priest  by  death,  the  Rev.  Archie  I.  Drake;  and  in  all 
of  our  parishes  and  missions  we  have  lost  faithful  members  by  death.  We 
cannot  call  them  all  by  name,  but  we  pay  our  tribute  to  them  as  we  stand 
to  pray  for  them. 

O  Eternal  Lord  God,  who  holdest  all  souls  in  life;  Vouchsafe,  we 
beseech  thee,  to  thy  whole  Church  in  paradise  and  on  earth,  thy 
light  and  thy  peace;  Accept  our  prayers  on  behalf  of  the  souls 
of  thy  servants  departed,  and  grant  them  an  entrance  into  the 
land  of  light  and  joy,  in  the  fellowship  of  thy  saints;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

May  their  souls,  and  the  souls  of  all  the  faithful  departed  through 
the  mercy  of  God  rest  in  peace.  Amen. 

Last  month  we  had  a  gathering  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  meeting  with 
a  representative  of  the  National  Church,  to  discuss  the  new  material  for 
Christian  education.  Every  parish  and  Mission  but  one  was  represented. 
It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  New  Curriculum  places  the  emphasis  ex¬ 
actly  where  our  Diocese  has  placed  it  for  years,  namely,  the  center  of  the 
program  is  worship.  The  child,  or  adult,  must  take  his  place  in  the  worship 
of  God  in  His  Church,  and,  in  that  corporate  experience  find  the  reason 
for  and  the  joy  of  learning.  In  other  words,  the  family  service  is  the  cor¬ 
rect  thing,  educationally.  We  know  that  it  is  the  correct  thing  ecclesiasti¬ 
cally.  Our  Diocesan  program  in  theory  and  our  parish  priests  in  action 
present  this  framework,  and  we  are  going  to  try  to  fit  in  the  content  and 
method  of  the  New  Curriculum  as  we  continue  with  greater  zeal  than  ever 
before  to  teach  the  Faith — the  Faith  of  the  Church  and  the  Prayer  Book. 

In  two  instances  in  the  past  we  have  failed  to  see  the  urgency  to 
accept  new  responsibilities  for  work  that  is  obviously  ours  to  do.  The  first 
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is  to  express  in  deeds  our  concern  for  the  unfortunate  ones  in  our  Diocese 
who  are  hospitalized  or  institutionalized.  The  call  has  been  from  individu¬ 
als  in  the  institutions  but  the  pressure  has  been  put  upon  us  by  the  clergy 
located  near  the  institution  who  have  not  time  to  meet  the  problem.  Nor 
are  they  permitted  to  minister  generally  without  being  officially  accredited 
by  the  Diocese.  We  have  in  our  Budget  an  item  of  $3,800  to  begin  this 
work.  It  should  be  discussed  with  thoroughness. 

The  other  situation  is  planning  for  future  work  and  the  acquisition 
of  new  sites  of  land  for  churches.  Your  Bishop  and  a  committee  from 
Northern  Indiana  met  with  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  and  his  committee  to 
discuss  this  problem,  especially  in  the  region  where  our  Dioceses  are  con¬ 
tiguous.  We  have  in  our  Diocese  areas,  where  there  will  be  a  steady,  and 
in  places,  a  spectacular  growth  in  population.  Little  villages  become  towns 
and  cities  overnight.  Other  Christian  bodies  have  been  alert  and  raised 
millions  to  establsh  new  work.  We  must  be  wise  enought  to  buy  land  in 
advance  of  this  growth  and  provide  financial  assistance  for  new  congrega¬ 
tions  and  their  building  programs.  The  purchase  of  new  land  cannot  wait. 

There  are  times  when  some  of  us,  troubled  by  the  demands  of  our 
religion  (and  the  cost  of  it)  are  open  to  the  temptation  of  being  diverted 
from  doing  our  duty  by  the  subtle  suggestion  that  we  are  thinking  too 
much  of  material  or  temporal  things,  and  not  of  the  spiritual.  As  though 
these  could  be  separated!  I  beg  you  to  try,  as  I  do,  to  resist  that  tempta¬ 
tion.  If  the  Bishop  seems  absorbed  in  administering  the  Diocese  in  a  busi¬ 
nesslike  way,  and  presents  programs  with  dollars  needed  to  carry  them 
out,  be  assured  that  his  real  interest  is  in  people  and  in  their  spiritual 
needs  met  by  that  program,  paid  for  by  dollars.  My  real  interest  is  the 
spiritual  life  of  every  individual,  of  every  mission,  of  every  parish.  Other¬ 
wise  there  is  no  spiritual  life  in  the  Diocese,  for  the  Diocese  is  nothing 
but  the  sum  total  of  every  individual,  every  mission,  every  parish.  My 
real  concern  is  that  there  is  love  and  loyalty  from  each  one  of  us  to  Our 
Lord:  and  I  know  that  the  rest  of  the  things  will  take  care  of  themselves. 
My  real  concern  is  for  every  priest  to  hold  up  holy  hands,  untouched  by 
contamination  with  the  world,  at  the  altar  of  God,  as  he  consecrates  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ.  My  real  concern  is  for  people  to  come  to  our 
altars,  seeing  no  man,  but  Jesus  only;  to  receive  Him,  having  prepared 
themselves  and  made  themselves  ready  and  fit  to  take  Him  into  thsir 
hearts.  My  real  concern  is  to  see  converts  coming  to  Holy  Confirmation, 
having  been  brought  by  simple  people  with  loving  faith  who  practise  their 
religion,  and  thus  commend  it,  and  Our  Lord,  to  all  who  know  them.  Until 
I  see  all  that,  be  sure  that  I  am  not  seeing  enough,  no  matter  how  large 
a  budget  we  raise;  but  any  time  I  do  see  any  part  of  that  picture,  then  I 
look  up  and  lift  up  my  head,  for  our  redemption  is  drawing  nigh.

1.  Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  notes  with  concern 
the  fact  that  our  Diocesan  quota  of  Builders  for  Christ  is  in  arrears  about 
$5,000  and  urges  those  parishes  and  missions  who  are  in  arrears  to  pay 
as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  Your  committee  notes'  with  approval  the  desire  to  acquire  pro¬ 
perty  for  church  sites,  and  suggests  that  the  advance  fund  might  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  such  a  purpose. 

3.  Your  committee  is  in  hearty  accord  with,  and  commends  the  spirit¬ 
ual  emphasis  in  the  Bishop’s  address.

THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  56th  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  con¬ 
vened  at  St.  John’s  Church,  Elkhart,  October  6,  1954,  the  following  were 
elected  members  of  the  Standing  Committee:  Fathers  Olsen,  Murphy,  Wood, 
Sheridan,  and  David  J.  Reid.  At  the  organizational  meeting  on  the  same 
day  Father  Murphy  was  elected  President  and  Father  Wood,  Secretary. 

On  October  25,  1954,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  the  request  of 
Kenneth  E.  Trueman  for  the  shortening  of  his  period  as  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders,  and  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that  Richard  A.  Curtis  be 
admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  The  Committee  also  gave  con¬ 
sent  to  the  Bishop  for  the  deposition  of  William  Karl  Rehfeld,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Canon  60,  Sec.  1,  for  causes  which  do  not  affect  his  moral 
character. 

On  November  20,  1954,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan 
for  the  election  of  a  second  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  December  1,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  for  the 
election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  December  20,  1954,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  John  Vander  Horst  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

On  January  10,  1955,  the  President  convened  the  Standing  Committee 
as  a  Council  of  Advice  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The 
Bishop  was  then  asked  to  sit  with  the  Council  to  discuss  matters  of  com¬ 
mon  concern. 

On  February  12,  1955,  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  James 
R.  LeVeque  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

On  February  18,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Alfred  L.  Banyard,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  New  Jersey  to  be 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  and  to  the  Diocese  of  West  Texas 
for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  February  21,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas  for 
the  election  of  two  Suffragan  Bishops. 

On  March  16,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Harry  Lee  Doll  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 

On  May  2,  1955,  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  Kenneth  E. 
Trueman  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood. 
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On  May  24,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Fred¬ 
erick  P.  Goddard  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas. 

On  June  2,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  E.  Dicus  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Texas. 

On  June  15,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Robert  R.  Brown  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

On  June  21,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  a  Suffragan 
Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Harrisburg. 

On  August  10,  1955,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  the  request  of 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  LaPorte,  for  permission  to  place  a  mortgage  on  the 
church  property  for  a  period  of  five  years,  beginning  October  1,  1955,  and 
not  to  exceed  $35,000.  The  Committee  also  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
that  Donald  P.  King  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  ap¬ 
proved  the  request  of  the  Bishop  that  the  candidacy  of  Richard  A.  Curtis 
be  reduced  to  eight  months,  and  further  recommended  that  Richard  A. 
Curtis  be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate.

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

The  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  met  on  official  occa¬ 
sions  during  the  year.  Great  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  securities  and 
properties  held  by  the  Trustees  with  particular  reference  to  income  produc¬ 
ing  assests.  Periodic  review  was  made  of  the  real  estate  holdings  of  the 
Trustees  both  as  to  repair  and  maintenance  and  as  to  reduction  of  debt. 
The  trustees  report  that  all  of  the  real  estate  under  its  custody  and  con¬ 
trol  is  in  good  condition  and  the  debt  against  certain  properties,  particul¬ 
arly  in  the  mission  field,  is'  being  reduced  satisfactorily. 

The  Trustees  have  reviewed  the  investment  portfolio  and  some  changes 
in  investments  have  been  made  in  order  to  round  out  blocks  of  securities 
held,  and  toward  a  more  even  income  factor.

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PENSION  FUND 


No  accounts  are  in  arrears  at  this  time  and  all  assessments  are  paid 
up  to  September  30th.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  since  promptness  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  pension  assessments  is  important  to  avoid  interest  charges  and  the 
possibility  that  the  Fund  cannot  accept  payment  when  the  pension  is  called 
for.  Besides  that,  the  $1000.00  cash  payment  at  the  time  of  death  of  a 
priest  is  forfeited  if  any  parish  in  the  Diocese  is  more  than  6  month  be¬ 
hind  in  their  payments.  It  is  hoped  that  both  priests  and  laymen  responsible 
for  payment  of  assessments  see  to  it  that  promptness  is  maintained,  and 
the  Pension  Fund  is  able  to  continue  its  vital  and  essential  function. 

The  Fund  is  paying  presently  throughout  the  Church,  946  Old  Age 
allowances,  125  Disability  allowances,  1571  Widows  and  177  Orphans  al¬ 
lowances  in  the  total  amount  of  $2,797,300.00  per  year.  It  is  expected  that 
the  pension  disbursements  by  the  Fund  will  increase  steadily  year  by  year 
for  many  years. 

Grants  in  force  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  as  of  Sept.  2nd 
1955  are  as  follows:  Three  Age  allowances  to  retired  priests  at  $1500.00 
each,  five  Widow  allowances  with  a  total  of  $3819.24,  and  two  orphan  al¬ 
lowances,  making  a  total  of  $9,226.68  per  year. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Fund  continues  sound.  Its  assets  are  about 
$60,000,000.00  with  a  satisfactory  margin  over  its  guarantee. 

Beginning  with  1955  Clergy  can  now  share  in  Federal  Social  Security 
by  paying  tax  on  earnings.  The  Clergyman  has  a  personal  choice.  He  is 
treated  as  a  self-employed  person,  his  parish  and  the  Church  not  being 
involved  in  any  way.  Social  Security  receipts  in  many  cases  are  a  worth 
while  addition  to  income  from  the  pension  fund.  Retired  Clergy  with  earn¬ 
ing  from  supply  work  may  participate  in  Social  Security.

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REPORTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 
AND  ITS  DEPARTMENTS 


REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Four  meetings  of  the  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  have  been  held  since 
the  last  Annual  Council.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken 
at  each  meeting. 

December  1,  1954,  Episcopal  Residence,  South  Bend 

Father  Wells  read  a  report  of  the  survey  of  the  Crown  Point  area.  A 
proposal  to  give  financial  assistance  to  Missions1  for  the  Adult  Education 
program  was  referred  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  for  study. 
Father  Wood  called  for  parochial  and  individual  sponsorship  of  Refugees 
and  was  requested,  as  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  to  obtain 
brochures  for  distribution. 

January  19,  1955,  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend 

The  Bishop  announced  that  five  parishes  paid  less  than  their  fair-share 
of  the  1954  Missions  budget.  It  was  voted  that  the  Department  of  Promo¬ 
tion  arrange  to  visit  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  those  parishes  which  had 
not  accepted  their  fair-share  for  1955.  It  was  voted  unanimously  to  accept 
in  full  the  National  Church  Quota  for  1955. 

April  20,  1955,  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth 

It  was  voted  to  canvas  the  clergy  regarding  institutions  in  their  area, 
after  the  Bishop  had  spoken  of  the  possibility  of  a  Diocesan  Missioner. 
Father  Barnds'  reported  on  his  meetings  with  the  Vestries  of  parishes  not 
taking  their  fair-share,  with  favorable  results  in  two  instances. 

August  10,  1955,  Bishopcroft,  Wawasee 

It  was  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  to  the  Annual  Council  the 
proposed  Missions  Budget  for  1956  as  prepared  by  the  Department  of 
Missions.  It  was  also  voted  unanimouly  to  present  a  proposed  Diocesan 
Budget  for  1956  of  $16,680.

For  this  budget,  as  adopted 
by  the  Annual  Council,  see  page 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  emphasis  of  work  in  the  Department  of  Religious  Education  has 
been  to  follow  the  trend  of  thought  in  the  National  Church,  an  emphasis 
on  families  worshipping  together,  and  we  note  that  in  many  places  in  the 
Diocese  the  “Family  Eucharist”  is  an  established  service. 

Our  Adult  Education  Program  continued  during  the  Winter  with 
classes  conducted  by  Professor  Dwight  Morris  of  the  Department  of  Adult 
Education  at  Indiana  University  in  two  parishes:  two  classes  at  Trinity, 
Fort  Wayne,  and  one  class  at  Trinity,  Logansport. 

The  Howe  Conference  for  Young  People  of  high  school  age  was  held 
from  June  19  to  24,  with  Father  Royster  as  the  Dean;  The  Diocesan  Junior 
Camp  was  held  from  July  17  to  23,  with  Father  Varian  as  Director.  Both 
of  these  projects  had  a  capacity  registration,  and  the  Department  is  now 
thinking  along  the  lines  of  providing  a  third  conference  in  1956.  Both 
Conferences  were  tremendously  successful,  not  only  in  providing  Christian 
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education  and  spiritual  direction  for  our  young  people,  but  were  able  to 
carry  themselves  financially.  The  Howe  Conference  deposited  a  balance  of 
$194  with  the  Treasurer  and  the  Junior  Camp  a  balance  of  $568. 

Miss  Bemont,  our  Diocesan  Adviser,  has  been  in  most  of  our  parishes, 
helping  with  Church  Schools  and  their  staffs,  Daily  Vacation  Church 
Schools,  and  all  departments  of  the  Diocesan  and  Parish  branches  of  the 
Woman’s  Auxiliary. 

In  September  of  this  year  the  Department  sponsored  an  all-day  Con’ 
ference  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  representative  Church  School 
Teachers.  The  meeting,  held  at  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  was  led  by  the 
Rev.  A.  Donald  Davies,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Adult  Division  of  the 
National  Department  of  Christian  Education.  Father  Davies  presented 
the  bases  of  the  New  Curriculum  and  answered  problems  regarding  lead¬ 
ership  training. 

Father  Ferguson  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Church  School  Lenten  Of¬ 
fering.  Under  his  direction  a  brochure  was  prepared  for  all  Church  School 
Teachers,  and  area  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  Diocese  in  De¬ 
cember  to  present  to  teachers1  and  clergy  our  Diocesan  plans  for  mission¬ 
ary  education.  The  Diocesan  Rally  was  held  at  Plymouth  on  May  1  and 
an  offering  of  $5372  was  presented.  The  record  of  that  offering  follows:

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Your  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  this  year  has  primarily 
devoted  itself  to  acquainting  the  Clergy  with  the  urgent  need  of  the  Re¬ 
fugee  Re-Settlement  Program.  Much  material  has  gone  out  describing  the 
problem  and  explaining  the  simplified  method  of  sponsoring  a  refugee. 
The  Clergy  have  been  asked  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  their 
congregations,  and  considerable  interest  has  been  aroused.  Your  Chair¬ 
man  has  countersigned  and  processed  three  assurances:  from  Father  Vari- 
an  on  behalf  of  Christ  the  King  Mission,  Huntington;  from  Dr.  Kintner 
of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Mishawaka;  from  Mrs.  Toam  of  Fort  Wayne.  We 
have  been  informed  that  the  first  two  assurances  have  been  verified  by  the 
Department  of  State  and  forwarded  overseas.  We  would  remind  you  that 
the  need  for  refugee  re-settlement  continues  to  lie  a  serious  problem,  and 
we  urge  it  upon  you  as  our  Christian  responsibility  to  thus  express  our 
deep  concern  in  this  important  area  of  human  relationships'  on  the  world 
scene. 

The  Department  has  also  circularized  the  clergy  with  the  latest  per¬ 
tinent  materials  developed  by  the  National  Council’s  Department  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Social  Relations,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  Supreme  Court’s  his¬ 
toric  decision  on  Public  School  segregation.

Nominally,  50c  per 
year  of  each  pledge  to  Missions  is'  considered  to  be  in  payment  of  a  sub¬ 
scription. 

THE  BEACON  has  been  published  this  year  with  a  new  format,  and 
with  the  chairman  as  Editor.  The  Rev.  W.  C.  R.  Sheridan  and  Mrs.  Robert 
L.  Moore,  formerly  of  South  Bend,  have  been  associate  editors.  Miss  Mabel 
Cole  of  Marion  is  the  business  manager  and  Miss  Mary  Cole  is  the  Secre¬ 
tary.  The  Misses  Cole  handle  the  voluminous  task  of  mailing  each  month, 
and  serve  without  remuneration.

We  have  examined  the  1954  financial  records  of  Mr.  B.  K.  Patterson, 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  and  his  report  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1954. 

Recorded  receipts  were  traced  to  deposit;  cancelled  checks  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  compared  with  the  disbursement  records  and  supporting  vou¬ 
chers;  and  the  bank  balance,  at  December  31,  1954  was  confirmed  directly 
with  the  depository  and  was  reconciled,  after  recognition  of  outstanding 
checks,  to  the  book  balance.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments'  to  1956) 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 
present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Credentials  to 
receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates  as 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  adopted  by 
the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot,  of  a 
Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  be  made  at  12:00  o’clock  noon  for  all 
elective  officers  of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations 
printed  on  ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session. 
The  elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.m.  The  re¬ 
gular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during  the 
elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds', 

10.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
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12.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

13.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

14.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Promotion. 

15.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Publicity. 

16.  Report  of  the  Standing-  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

17.  Report  of  the  Standing-  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

18.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

19.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese.

21.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock  p.m. 
of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council;  Deputies 
and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid- West;  Deputies 
and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  a  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop).  After  the  casting  of  five  ballots,  and  the 
election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  pass,  the  person  having  the 
least  number  of  votes  on  the  fifth  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped 
for  the  sixth  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  candidate  with  the  least  number 
of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  ballot  shall  continue  each  ballot  until 
the  election  is  resolved  on  a  subsequent  ballot,  being  a  majority  vote. 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint 
the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Canon  2,  Section  7  and  such 
other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be  called 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the 
Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business-. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con¬ 
tinue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the 
sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his 
absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and  with  due  re¬ 
spect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIIf.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 
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Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the 
presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it, 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purpose  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order 

named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  un¬ 
less  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council,  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the  session, 
but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the 
majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommend¬ 
ing  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Council,,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and 
on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sit¬ 
tings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on  their  re¬ 
porting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  each  Council.

MINUTES  OF 

THE  FIFTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 

October  3,  1936 


The  Conciliar  Mass  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
9:00  a.  m.  in  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  The  morning  session 
was  convened  at  10:15  a.  m.  in  the  auditorium  of  the  parish  house  and 
called  to  order  by  the  Bishop.  The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  was  instructed  to  enter  on  the  minutes 
the  names  of  those  present  (see  pp.  6-7).  The  Secretary  then  read  the 
names  of  lay  delegates  of  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation, 
whose  certificates  had  been  presented  to  him  (see  p.  8).  Father  Wood, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reported  all  credentials  in 
order.  The  Bishop  declared  the  Council  organized  for  business  at  10:24  a.  m. 

Father  Murphy  nominated  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian  for  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  moved  that  nominations  be  closed  and  a 
unanimous  ballot  be  cast  for  his  election.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried.  The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Kenneth  E.  Trueman  as  Assistant 
Secretary.  Father  Murphy  moved  concurrence  of  the  Council,  which  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  made  his  Annual  Address  (see  p.  16). 

The  Bishop  then  called  for  reports,  which  were  presented  as  follows: 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business:  No  report. 

Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions:  Father 
Royster,  chairman,  reported  that  all  canonical  requirements  had  been 
met  by  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago,  for  admission 
to  parochial  status,  and  moved  it  be  accepted  as  a  parish.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  Bishop,  referring  to  his  Annual  Address,  stated  that  delegates 
were  present  from  two  missions  which  had  been  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Diocese  by  the  authority  given  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Department  of  Missions  to  take  such 
action.  Mr.  Blande  of  Michigan,  City  rose  to  a  point  of  order.  He  ex¬ 
pressed  the  belief  that  the  provisions  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Diocese  had  been  violated,  inasmuch  as  Trinity  Church,  Michigan 
City  had  not  been  consulted  concerning  the  admission  of  St.  Andrew’s, 
Long  Beach.  The  Bishop  ruled  this  objection  out  of  order,  explaining  that 
the  action  had  been  taken  according  to  canonical  provision.  Mr.  Blande 
appealed  to  the  floor  of  the  Council  to  be  heard,  and  the  appeal  was 
granted.  There  followed  an  extended  discussion,  during  which  there  was 
expressed  the  need  for  revision  of  Diocesan  Canons.  Mr.  Blande’s  state¬ 
ments  about  the  size  of  Long  Beach  were  contested  by  Mr.  Tough,  dele¬ 
gate  from  St.  Andrew’s.  Mr.  Jensen  moved  that  in  accordance  with  Sec.  2 
of  Article  IX,  the  Long  Beach  delegate  be  deprived  of  a  seat  in  this' 
Council.  The  motion  was  seconded.  The  Bishop  ruled  the  motion  out  of 
order  for  the  reasons  he  had  previously  stated.  Mr.  Miles  moved  that  the 
Council  recess  for  10  minutes  so  that  a  committee  could  consider  the 
matter.  Upon  being  seconded,  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote,  and  was 
lost,  48  to  15. 

Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese:  Submitted  by  the  Rev.  George 
B.  Wood,  Secretary,  by  title  (see  p.  23). 

The  Bishop  and  Council:  Submitted  by  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian, 
Secretary,  by  title  (see  p.  27). 
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Fr.  Olsen  introduced  the  proposed  Bishop  and  Council  budget  for 
1957  in  the  amount  of  $50,074.  Father  Claudius  moved  its  acceptance. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Father  Wood  moved  that  the  Council 
establish  “The  Northern  Indiana  Revolving  Building'  Fund”,  that  $2,500 
unexpended  from  the  1956  budget  and  the  Christ  the  King  Offerings  of 
1955  and  1956,  be  allocated  as  the  basis  for  this  Fund;  and  that  the 
Bishop  and  Council  be  authorized  to  establish  rules  of,  procedure  for  this 
Fund.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously. 

Finance  Committee:  Dr.  Kintner,  Chairman,  recalled  that  the  last 
Annual  Council  had  passed  unanimously  a  resolution  that  the  Bishop’s 
salary  be  increased  $2,000  for  the  year  1957.  He  presented  the  proposed 
Diocesan  Expense  Budget  of  $18,755  which  included  this  provision,  and 
moved  its  acceptance.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously. 

In  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  Order,  other  business  was  inter¬ 
rupted  at  12:00  Noon  for  nominations  of  elective  officers  of  the  Council. 
The  following  nominations  were  made: 

Standing  Committee:  Fathers  Wood,  Olsen,  Sheridan,  Cooper,  Murphy, 
Douglass,  Claudius,  Royster,  Mosier  and  Brittain. 

Treasurer  of  the  Diocese:  Mr.  B.  K.  Patterson.  Under  a  suspension 
of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot 
cast  for  Mr.  Patterson’s  election. 

Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese:  Mr.  Francis  Walters.  Under  a 
suspension  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous 
ballot  cast  for  Mr.  Walters’  election. 

Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds:  Mr.  William  D.  Curtis.  Under  a 
suspension  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unani¬ 
mous  ballot  cast  for  Mr.  Curtis’  election. 

Assistant  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds:  Mrs.  James  Krum.  Under 
a  suspension  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a 
unanimous  ballot  cast  for  Mrs.  Krum’s  election. 

Board  of  Examining  Chaplains:  The  Bishop  nominated  Fathers 
Royster,  Murphy,  Sheridan  and  Langendorff.  A  motion  for  concurrence 
of  the  Council  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Registrar:  Father  Langendorff.  Under  a  suspension  of  the  Rules 
of  Order,  nominations  were  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for 
Father  Langendorff’s  election. 

Bishop  and  Council:  (3-year  term)  Fathers  Wood,  Olsen,  Sheridan, 
Mosier,  Cooper,  Claudius,  Douglass,  Ferguson;  Messrs.  W.  L.  Wilkinson

The  Committee  presented  two  resolutions 
calling  for  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese:  one  to 
change  the  name  of  “The  Annual  Council”  to  “The  Diocesan  Convention”;  and 
the  other  to  give  a  seat  and  vote  in  The  Annual  Council  to  lay  members 
of  the  Bishop  and  Council  who  might  otherwise  not  be  delegates1.

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church:  Presented  by  Father  Olsen

Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund:  Presented  by  Mr.  Esser, 
who  stated  that  there  are  not  arrears  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  are  in  good  order. 

Board  of  Examining  Chaplains:  No  report,  inasmuch  as  no  action 
was  taken  by  the  Board  in  the  past  Conciliar  year. 

Registrar:  No  report. 

Howe  Military  School:  Presented  by  Colonel  Bouton.  He  spoke  of  the 
recent  opening  of  the  new  dining  hall  and  the  attached  hospital  wing, 
and  noted  that  these  improvements  are  part  of  a  building  and  renovation 
program  in  which  $1,550,000  has  been  spent  or  committed. 

Mr.  Donaldson  moved  a  vote  of  appreciation  of  Father  Olsen’s  report 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  to  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  for  then- 
gracious  hospitality.  Both  were  accorded,  with  applause. 

Fr  Wood  moved  acceptance  of  a  minimum  bonding  plan  for  parish 
treasurers,  with  the  cost  of  $1.65  per  year  to  be  supplemental  to  the  total 
assessment  of  each  parish  and  mission.  The  motion  was  second  and  carried. 

Fr.  Olsen  extended  an  invitation  from  the  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Elkhart,  for  the  next  Annual  Council  to  meet  there. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Standing,  and  other,  Committees  of  the 
Diocese  (see  p.  5). 

The  Bishop  presented  several  priests  who  are  new  to  the  Diocese 
since  the  last  Annual  Council:  Fathers  Wellner,  Tripp,  Eyrick  and  Center 
(rector-elect  of  Gethsemame,  Marion). 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Council  was  adjourned  and 
the  Bishop  gave  his  blessing.

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
To  the  Fifty-eight  Annual  Council  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
October  3,  1956 

My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

We  meet  today  in  this  beautiful  parish  house,  as  guests  of  the 
Rector  and  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  and  we  rejoice  with 
them  over  the,  accomplishment  of  the  parish  of  which  this  building  is  an 
outward  symbol.  The  theme  of  our  Council  Meeting  today  might  well  be 
expressed  in  the  words  of  Father  Wood’s  program  for  the  Dedication 
of  this  Building,  when  he  expressed  the  necessity  for  complete  dedication 
of  people,  rather  than  the  building.  I  hope  that  as  we  stand  today,  at  the 
highest  point  to  which  the  Diocese  has  yet  arrived  in  material  growth 
and  progress,  there  will  be  the  dedication  of  ourselves  to  the  tasks  that 
are  before  us  for  the  consideration  of  which  we  are  met  today. 

As  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  I  hereby  report  to 
the  Council  that  during  the  past  conciliar  year  I  have  performed  the  cus¬ 
tomary  and  usual  visitations,  observing  every  regulation  of  Canonical 
requirements.  The  number  of  persons  confirmed  in  the  conciliar  year 
is  539,  the  highest  number  ever  reported. 

We  have  reached  a  new  high  in  supplementing  and  improving  the 
physical  fabric  of  Church  property  in  the  Diocese.  Some  of  the  outstanding 
achievements  are: 

East  Chicago  has  improved  their  Chancel  and  installed  new  windows 
and  a  new  lighting  system. 

St.  John’s,  Elkhart,  has  provided  a  handsome  rectory  away  from 
their  downtown  Church  site. 

St.  Augustine’s,  Gary,  is  completing  plans  for  a  new  Church  build¬ 
ing,  startling  with  its  beauty  and  usefulness. 

St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City,  is  raising  the  money  for  a  new  Parish  House, 
and  they  hope  to  erect  it  this  year. 

St.  James’,  Goshen,  has  acquired  a  beautiful  new  Rectory  and  are 
tearing  down  their  old  Rectory  and  making  the  lot  useful  for  parking. 

St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  is  almost  ready  to  occupy  their  new  $100,000 
Parish  House. 

St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  in  the  second  year  of  money  raising,  is  making 
plans  for  a  new  Church. 

At  Howe  Military  School  a  new  Lower  School  Dormitory,  a  new  Dining 
Hall  and  a  new  Hospital  have  been  completed,  and  should  be  in  use  at 
this  time. 

Christ  the  King,  Huntington,  lias  paid  off  the  mortgage  on  their 
property  and  is  anticipating  the  purchase  of  additional  property. 
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St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  has  completed  their  new  Parish  House. 

Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  raised  $38,000  and  have  improved  their 
educational  and  recreational  rooms. 

Gethsemane,  Marion,  has  replaced  their  roof  and  installed  a  new 
furnace. 

Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  has  renovated  the  interior  of  their 

Church. 

St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka,  has  acquired  a  new  organ. 

St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  is  in  the  second  year  of  their  expansion 
program. 

St.  James’,  South  Bend,  has  acquired  the  adjoining  property  for  a 
parish  house  and  are  doing  the  construction  work  necessary  to  connect 
these  buildings.  Each  of  these  improvements  is  of  local  benefit;  but  by 
them  the  Diocese  is  enlarged,  as  each  has  met  its  Diocesan  obligations. 

Within  each  parish  there  has  been  the  sorrow  of  losing  loyal  communi¬ 
cants  by  death.  Because  of  their  relationship  to  our  official  Diocesan 
family,  we  recall  by  name  Ada  Beardsley,  a  lovely  character,  the  wife 
of  Charles  Beardsley,  an  outstanding  layman  of  Elkhart  and  a  Trustee 
of  Howe  Military  School;  Frank  Marvin  Little,  whose  whole  life  was  spent 
at  Howe  School,  and  who  was  Treasurer  of  the  School  at  the  time  of 
his  death;  Henrietta  Richardson,  the  wife  of  Charles'  Richardson,  a  Trustee 
of  the  Diocese;  and  Irene  X.  Abts,  well-known  and  loved  treasurer  of 
All  Saints’,  Wawasee.  We  have  lost  by  death  many  others  from  our  par¬ 
ishes  and  missions  whom  we  cannot  call  by  name,  but  we  pay  our  tribute 
to  them  as  we  stand  to  pray  for  them. 

O  Eternal  Lord  God,  who  holdest  all  souls  in  life;  Vouchsafe,  we 
beseech  thee,  to  thy  whole  Church  in  paradise  and  on  earth,  thy  light 
and  thy  peace;  Accept  our  prayers  on  behalf  of  the  souls  of  thy  ser¬ 
vants  departed,  and  grant  them  an  entrance  into  the  land  of  light 
and  joy,  in  the  fellowship  of  thy  saints;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  Amen. 

May  their  souls,  and  the  souls  of  all  the  faithful  departed,  through 
the  mercy  of  God,  rest  in  peace.  Amen. 

At  this  Council,  the  standing  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New 
Parishes  and  Missions  are  asking  your  action  to  admit  the  Good  Shepherd 
Church,  East  Chicago,  as  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  thus  restor¬ 
ing  them  to  the  parish  status  they  voluntarily  relinquished  four  years 
ago.  Under  the  leadership  of  Father  Varian  and  Father  Handsbury,  they 
have  reached  the  point  of  having  their  property  improved  and  in  order, 
and  their  financial  affairs  in  excellent  condition.  Although  they  were  aided 
by  the  Diocese  for  three  years,  they  did  not  use  a  penny  of  such  Diocesan 
aid  for  operating  expenses,  but  turned  it  all  over  to  the  Diocese  for 
delinquent  Pension  Fund  premium  and  assessment.  They  have  accepted 
their  Fair  Share  of  every  Quota,  and  I  express  the  respectful  admiration 
of  every  member  of  this  Council  ag  we  see  them  restored  as  a  parish. 

The  same  Committee  reports  their  action  in  the  acceptance  of  two 
new  Missions. 

Long  Beach,  a  separate  community  with  a  population  of  approximately 
3500,  along  with  the  communities  known  as  Shoreland,  Duneland,  and 
Michiana,  is  an  Organized  Mission,  accepted  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Autho¬ 
rity  and  the  Missions  Committee,  and  comes  into  union  with  the  Diocese 
making  no  request  for  any  financial  assistance  in  our  budget.  This  is  the 
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culmination  of  three  years  of  prayer  and  work,  and  we  welcome  them  into 
our  fellowship.  A  three-acre  piece  of  land  has  been  offered  them  for  a 
Church  site. 

The  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  of  South  Bend,  is  a  Pa¬ 
rochial  Mission  organized  by  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  James’,  South 
Bend.  The  group  is  composed  of  51  families  and  165  individuals,  living  in 
South  Bend  in  the  area  East  of  Twyckenham  Drive  and  West  of  the 
Mishawaka  city  lines.  It  is  an  Organized  Parochial  Mission  of  St.  James’, 
South  Bend,  and  it  expects  to  apply  for  parochial  status  at  the  next 
Annual  Council.  The  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian  has  accepted  the  call  of  St. 
James’  Parish  to  be  on  their  Staff  as  Vicar  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels’. 
He  will  give  his  entire  time  to  the  new  Mission.  They  are  asking  for  no 
financial  aid  from  the  Diocese,  and  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Episcopal  Residence  at  2117  East  Jefferson  Boulevard  for  their  new 
home.  Never  in  my  experience  in  the  Church  have  I  seen  a  more  generous 
attitude  than  that  shown  by  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  James’.  Nor 
have  I  ever  seen  a  more  generous  group  than  those  composing  the  new 
Mission.  For,  although  they  approached  the  Bishop  several  times  in  the 
past  to  propose  the  organization  of  a  new  mission,  they  heeded  his  advice 
three  years  ago,  delayed  their  own  organization,  and  took  part  and  gave 
generously  in  the  three-year  drive  that  was  known  as  the  St.  James’  Ex¬ 
pansion  Program.  We  receive  this  new  mission  with  open  arms,  and  look 
forward  to  its  becoming  a  Parish.  I  emphasize  the  fact  that  this1  new 
Parochial  Mission  will  be  no  expense  to  the  Diocese,  but  will  become  a 
Parish  bearing  its  Fair  Share  of  the,  Expense  Budget  and  Missions  Quota. 
The  money  from  the  sale  of  the  Episcopal  Residence,  $40,000  which  is  the 
present  assessed  market  value,  will  be  held  intact  by  the  Trustees,  as  is 
their  duty,  as  a  trust  to  be  used  only  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Episcopal 
Residence.  The  matter  will  be  studied  thoroughly.  Until  a  new  Episcopal 
Residence  is  obtained,  the  temporary  residence  of  the  Bishop  will  be  in 
an  apartment  on  South  25th  Street.  A  separate  office  for  Diocesan 
business  is  being,  established. 

At  the  time  of  my  Consecration  in  1944,  the  matter  of  providing  a 
central  office  for  the  Diocese  was  discussed.  The  matter  has  been  brought 
up  from  time  to  time  since  then,  and  only  last  year  the  question  was 
revived  and  discussed  by  the  Finance  Committee.  As  no  adequate  provision 
had  been  made  by  1945,  the  Bishop  procured  and  furnished,  at  no  cost 
to  the  Diocese,  the  Episcopal  Residence  on  East  Jefferson  Boulevard,  in 
South  Bend.  I't  became  residence  and  office  for  the  Bishop,  a  central 
meeting  place  for  Committees,  and  a  unifying  factor  in  the  Diocese 
It  served  its;  purpose  well  for  eleven  years,  but  its  purpose  has  been  ful¬ 
filled. 

With  the  formation  of  the  Bishop’s  Guild  by  Mrs.  Woodson  Carlisle 
two  years  ago,  the  responsibility  for  entertainment  for  social  and  business 
functions'  was  taken  from  Mrs.  Mallett.  I  am  happy  to  repeat,  as  a,  matter* 
of  record,  what  has  been  said  heretofore  many  times  in  the  Diocese,  that 
the  Diocese  owes  and  expresses  to  Mrs.  Mallett  their  everlasting  gratitude 
for  her  never  failing  and  gracious  hospitality  in  the  Episcopal  Residence. 
My  program  for  the  development  of  Diocesan  unity  and  a  family  spirit 
could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  her  aid.  The  Bishop’s  Guild  will 
continue  to  function  for  every  social  activity  in  connection  with  the 
Bishop’s  work. 

Last  Spring  the  parish  of  St.  James’  in  South  Bend,  in  making  plans 
for  the  use  of  their  newly  acquired  Parish  House  (the  old  Hager  Building 
next  door  to  the  Church),  generously  offered  office  space  for  the  Bishop 
and  the  use  of  their  equipment  for  Diocesan  meetings.  The  Bishop  ac¬ 
cepted  this  offer,  and  made  his  plans  accordingly,  and  October  finds  the 
plan  in  process  of  completion. 
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It  is  a  practical  matter  of  business  to  consider  the  cost  of  this  office, 
whether  it  will  cost  the  Diocese  more  or  less  than  the  present  provisions 
of  the  Expense  Budget.  It  is  my  conviction  that  the  new  arrangement  will 
not  cost  more,  but  the  first  year  will  be  experimental,  and  there  may  be 
the  necessity  for  a  revision  next.  year.  The  Finance  Committee  are  re¬ 
commending  no  change  in  the  Diocesan  Expense  Budget  (except  in  the 
Bishop’s  salary,  which  change  was  recommended  by  Resolution  of  the 
1955  Council),  and  I  feel  we  are  on  safe  ground  in  that  provision. 

To  introduce  the  next  subject,  I  should  review  for  you  some  history 
of  the  Diocese: 

By  vote  of  the  General  Convention,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  1898, 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was  divided,  and  all  the  part  of  the  State  lying 
North  of  the  South  line  of  the  counties  of  Benton,  White,  Carroll,  Howard, 
Grant,  Blackford  and  Jay  was  constituted  the  new  Diocese  of  Michigan 
City.  On  April  25,  1899,  the  Primary  Council  adopted  Michigan  City  as 
the  See  City,  and  named  Trinity  Church  as  the  Cathedral.  Later,  Bishop 
White  designated  South  Bend  as  the  See  City,  and  took  up  his  residence 
there,  and,  in  1919,  the  name  of  the  Diocese  was  changed  to  Northern 
Indiana.  No  Cathedral  was  designated  at  that  time,  and  Trinity  Church, 
Michigan  City,  resumed  its  parochial  status. 

In  1925,  in  his  first  address  to  the  Annual  Council,  Bishop  Gray  gave 
his  requirements'  for  a  See  City.  I  quote  from  the  1927  Journal: 

“Upon  the  matter  of  a  See  City,  there  are  several  considerations: 

1.  The  place  so  chosen  must  be  central  .  .  . 

2.  It  should  be  a  city  large  enough  to  take  care  of  Diocesan  gatherings. 

3.  Due  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  possibility  of  a  Cathedral 
and  Bishop’s  residence  .  .  . 

4.  It  should  be  a  place  where  we  can  have  the  Lord’s  Day  Service 
as  the  chief  service  of  every  Lord’s  Day. 

5.  Where  the  Daily  Eucharist  and  the  Daily  Offices  could  be  .  .  . 
established.” 

(I  must  add,  as  a  parenthetical  remark,  that  I  subscribe  and  am 
committed  to  the  same  standards.) 

In  Bishop  Gray’s  opinion,  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Mishawaka,  came  more 
nearly  to  the  fulfillment  of  these  conditions.  Mishawaka  was  designated 
as  the  See  City  and  St.  Paul’s  as  the  Pro  Cathedral.  A  suitable  Canon 
was  enacted,  which  is  Canon  9  of  those  under  which  we  are  operating 
today.  A  study  of  that  Canon  shows  that,  with  democratic  thoroughness, 
the  provision  was  made  to  take  away  none  of  the  prerogatives  of  a 
parish,  but  that  a  Cathedral  should  have  “all  the  rights  and  privileges, 
together  with  the  responsibilities  and  obligations  of  any  other  parish 
in  union  with  the  Council  of  the  Diocese”. 

It  was  evident  that  this  Diocese  did  not  propose  any  costly  nor 
unnecessary  expenditure  for  luxurious  display,  but  intended  to  supply  a 
necessity — a  Bishop’s  Cathedra,  or  Chair,  an  Altar  for  him,  and  a  place 
to  dignify  the  enacting  of  Diocesan  business. 

Some  of  you  might  be  asking  in  your  minds  the  reasons  why  St.  Paul’s, 
Mishawaka  continued  to  be  the  Pro-Cathedral  and  did  not  resume  parochial 
status  until  1950. 

The  reasons  were  given  in  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  to  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Paul’s  under  date  of  February  7,  1950.  I  am  quoting  two  paragraphs 
from  that  letter:

“You  will  recall  that  when  I  was  elected  Bishop  in  1944,  and  came  out 
here  for  preliminary  conferences,  it  was  made  plain  to  me  by  every 
group  with  whom  1  talked,  including  the  group  meeting  at  the  Pro- 
Cathedral,  that  there  was  no  plan,  nor  even  a  possibility  of  building 
a  Cathedral  in  Mishawaka.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  it  would 
have  been  the  first  matter  of  business  to  clear  up  the  situation  for  the 
new  Bishop  to  declare  that  no  Pro-Cathedral  Foundation  existed. 
I  refrained  from  doing  that  because  of  the  complications  of  the 
property  adjoining  the  Church  which  would  have  immediately  been 
forfeited  if  that  announcement  had  been  made.  Since  that  time,  my 
work  in  the  Diocese  has  been  built  upon  the  idea  that  there  was  no 
Cathedral  set-up  scheduled  for  the  Diocese.  I  took  the  initiative  and 
called  together  the  joint  meetings  of  the  three  groups,  enabling  St. 
Paul’s  to  purchase  the  property  from  the  heirs  before  there  was  any 
litigation  or  lawsuit  about  it.  Let  me  congratulate  you  upon  the  for¬ 
ward-looking  measures  and  the  action  taken  that  enabled  you 
to  acquire  this  land  and  pay  for  it<  The  deed  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  will  be  acted  upon  at  their 
next  meeting.  Following  their  action,  which  will  be  a  matter 
of  public  information  and  announcement,  the  Bishop  will  make  the 
statement  which  ordinarily  would  have  been  made  five  years  ago. 
I  am  anxious  for  the  formal  change  to  be  made  in  a  way  that  will 
bring  credit  to  St.  Paul’s  for  the  work  they  have  done  over  the 
period  of  twenty-five  years  in  acting  as  a  Pro-Cathedral  thereby 
enabling  the  Bishop  to  build  up  standards  that  helped  formulate 
policies  in  the  Diocese  that  are  now  bearing  fruit.  In  order,  then, 
that  there  could  be  no  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  anyone  in 
the  Diocese,  it  would  seem  wise  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul’s,  recogniz¬ 
ing  the  facts  stated  above,  to  ask  the  Bishop  if  this  were  not  a  good 
time  for  them  to  relinquish  their  Pro-Cathedral  status,  resume  their 
parochial  status,  and  pick  up  their  work  as  a  parish  which  they 
so  generously  relinquished  twenty-five  years  ago.” 

“Because  of  the  fact  that  many  people  might  ask  the  question  about 
the  establishment  of  another  Pro-Cathedral,  I  want  you  to  be  in  the 
position  to  say  that  the  Bishop  stated  that  no  Pro-Cathedral  status 
will  be  established  in  the  Diocese.  If,  in  the  future,  a  Cathedral  foun¬ 
dation  is  to  be  established,  it  will  be  because  of  future  events  of 
which  we  have  no  knowledge  at  the  present  time.” 


Since  1950,  when  I  wrote  that  letter,  the  years  have  produced  an 
era  of  prosperity  in  the  Church  in  Northern  Indiana  that  is  unbelievable. 
It  became  necessary  two  years  ago  to  consider  making  a  plan  more  per¬ 
manent  than  having  the  bishop’s  residence  as  the  office  and  center  of  life 
and  activities  of  the  Diocese. 

The  establishment  of  the  new  Mission  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels, 
elsewhere  discussed,  relieved  the  pressure  at  St.  James’,  and  gave  them 
ample  facilities  for  greater  growth  in  their  newly  acquired  Parish  House. 
This  led  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  James’  to  a  further  consideration 
of  their  offer  for  office  facilities,  made  to  the  Bishop  in  June.  They 
became  concerned  for  an  Altar  for  him,  and  a  chair  (Cathedra)  giving 
him  a  Church  home  base  to  work  from,  rather  than  /the  residential  base 
which  he  had  established. 

In  August  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  James’  offered  their  building 
and  facilities  for  a  Cathedral,  and  it  has  been  under  consideration  since 
then.  Three  years  ago  I  was  informed  that  there  were  only  17  Dioceses 
in  the  United  States  without  a  designated  Cathedral,  the  Bishop’s  Church. 
Of  these  17,  two  were  Northern  Indiana  and  Indianapolis.  Since  that  time 
Indianapolis  has  established  a  Cathedral — Christ  Church  Cathedral  on 
the  Circle. 
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At  this  time,  therefore,  I  hereby  notify  the  Diocese  that  I  have 
accepted  the  offer  of  the  Church  of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  to  become  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocese.  I  do  this  with  great  gratitude  to  them, 
and  with  thankful  heart  to  God;  certain  that  this  is  the  most  important 
advance  made  since  the  incorporation  of  the  Diocese.  The  machinery  for 
accepting  this,  along  with  the  organization  of  the  Cathedral  and  its 
Chapter  is  already  provided  by  Diocesan  Canon  9.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  enact  any  further  Canon  to  implement  it.  I  draw  attention  to  the  fact 
that  each  one,  the  Cathedral  and  the  Diocese,  has  its  duties  and  respon¬ 
sibilities  clearly  stated  in  Section  1  cf  the  Canon  which  reads  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  “The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  Parish  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  together  with  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  and  obligations  of  any  other  Parish  in  Union  with  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese.” 

The  foundation  of  the  Cathedral  again  brings  into  being  the  Cathedral 
Chapter  provided  for  in  Section  2  of  Canon  9,  which  I  quote: 

Sec.  2.  “The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex-officio; 
the  Dean,  ex-officio;  Archdeacons,  and  Canons,  if  there  be  such, 
ex-officio,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine  Laymen, 
who  shall  be  Communicants  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  and  of 
full  age,  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Cathedral  Parish, 
according  to  the  manner  of  the  election  of  Vestrymen;  and  four 
members  elected  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows:  Two 
Priests  canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese,  and  two  Laymen 
of  full  age  and  Communicants  in  good  standing  of  any  Parish  or 
Mission  within  the  Diocese.” 

It  becomes  a  matter  of  business  for  this  Council  to  elect  four  Cathedral 
Trustees,  two  Priests  and  two  Laymen.  These  men,  added  to  the  elected 
Vestry  of  St.  James’  Church,  become  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

We  have  35  priests  in  the  Diocese — 27  in  active  work  and  8  non- 
parochial  or  retired.  Clerical  changes  in  the  Diocese  for  the  past  year  are 
these:  Of  the  Reverend  Clergy,  David  A.  Reid  has  returned  to  England, 
William  Paul  Barnds  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocesa  of  Dallas,  James 
R.  Leveque  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan;  Robert  F. 
Royster  was  transferred  from  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte  to  be  Rector  of  St. 
James’,  South  Bend;  B.  Linford  Eyrick  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese 
of  Albany  to  be  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte;  Robert  Wellner  has  been 
received  from  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island  to  be  the  Assistant  at  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne;  James  Edward  Tripp  has  been  received  from  the 
Diocese  of  Quincy  to  be  Vicar  of  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw;  Richard  A.  Curtis 
is  now  Vicar  of  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City;  Horace  L.  Varian  becomes  Vicar  of 
St.  Michael  and  All  Angels’,  South  Bend,  on  October  15th  and  Robert  J. 
Center  becomes  Rector  of  Gethsemane,  Marion,  on  October  15th.  This 
leaves  only  one  vacancy  in  the  Diocese  at  Christ  thei  King,  Huntington. 

We  have  one  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  Donald  Paul  King,  a  student 
at  Seabury  Western.  Our  Postulants  are  Arthur  T.  Berkley,  Jr.,  at  Nash- 
otah  House,  Barton  Ward  Taylor,  at  Seabury  Western,  Reginald  Mallett 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  James  Wolfkiel,  of  Trinity  Church, 
Fort  Wayne,  preparing  to  enter  the  Seminary,  and  Leonidas  M.  Rose, 
of  Hobart,  at  Nashotah  House. 

In  September,  the  Rev.  Alfred  E.  Persons,  from  the  National  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Christian  Education  spent  two  days'  in  the  Diocese.  One  day  was 
spent  with  the  members  of  our  Diocesan  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
and  one  day  with  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  These  meetings  were 
held  at  Bishopcroft.  Father  Persons'  considered  with  the  Clergy  the 
various  aspects  of  their  role  as  chief  trainers  for  teachers  and  other  leaders 
in  their  parishes. 

Our  fair  share  Missions  Quota  from  the  National  Church  for  1957  is 
$24,394.00.  I  anticipate  that  this  Council  will  accept  it  with  the  same 
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spirit  in  which  they  have  met  this  obligation  for  the  past  several  years. 
1957  will  be  the  second  year  that  our  Children’s  Lenten  Missionary  Offering 
does  not  apply  against  this  Quota.  You  will  recall  that  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  prohibited  such  use  of  the  Lenten  Offering.  Further,  the  Diocese 
has  expressed  itself,  through  the  Bishop  and  Council,  as  being  opposed 
to  the  use  of  the  Children’s  Lenten  Offering  for  any  project  in  our  own 
Diocese.  Though  this  has  been  done  by  a  few  Dioceses,  we  wish  to  support 
the  expressed  intention  of  the  National  Church  that  this  Lenten  Offer¬ 
ing,  with  so  rich  a  history,  be  used  solely  for  missionary  work  and  ex¬ 
pansion  in  the  areas  designated  by  the  National  Church. 

Jn  the  furthering  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  T  commend 
the  Diocesan  Woman’s  Auxiliary  for  their  cooperation  and  financial 
assistance  in  making  possible  two  projects  of  Diocesan  interest:  Miss 
Brenda  Ackerman,  a  member  of  St.  James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  spent  the 
past  summer  as  a  volunteer  worker  with  the  Sisters  of  the  Transfiguration, 
at  Ponce,  Puerto  Rico;  Miss  Sylvia  Cachules,  a  member  of  Christ  the  King, 
Huntington,  left  last  month  for  a  two  years’  course  of  study  at  Windham 
House,  New  York,  preparatory  to  doing  missionary  work  in  the  Church. 

As  is  my  custom,  I  was  in  residence  and  conducted  services  at  All 
Saints’  Chapel,  Wawasee,  in  the  summer,  and  after  each  Sunday  Eucharist 
Mrs.  Mallett  and  I  were  hosts  to  the  hundreds  of  visitors  who  came. 
Every  Parish  and  Mission  is  invited  for  a  special  day  there. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  give  the  Diocese,  as  a  matter  of  information,  an 
account  of  my  activities  outside  of  the  Diocese.  As  Episcopal  Visitor  of 
the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  f  visited  St.  Gregory’s  Priory  at  Three  Rivers. 
I  visited  our  Candidates  and  Postulants  at  Nashotah  House  and  Seabury 
Western  Seminary,  and  also  visited  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
I  made  a  second  visit  to  Spain,  and  participated,  in  conjunction  with 
Bishop  Keeler  (who  is  in  charge  of  our  Churches  in  Europe)  as  Co- 
consecrator,  with  the  Bishop  of  Meath  as  Consecrator,  in  the  Conse¬ 
cration  of  Bishop  Santos  Molina.  This  re-establishes  the  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  ministry  of  the  Spanish  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  an  event 
of  outstanding  importance  in  the  history  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Many 
of  you  have  read  detailed  accounts  of  this  in  the  Church  and  the  secular 
press.  As  Superior  General  of  the  Confraternity  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament, 
I  conducted  the  annual  business  meeting  in  Detroit,  and  the  Solemn  Re¬ 
quiem  in  Washington,  D.  C.  I  attended  meetings  of  the  Nashotah  House 
Trustees,  of  which  I  am  a  member.  At  the  request  of  Bishop  Burroughs 
of  Ohio,  I  went  to  Cleveland  and  ordained  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood,  the 
Rev.  William  Smith,  who  now  serves  in  our  Diocese. 

I  would  like  to  end  this  address  on  the  same  note  with  which  it  was 
begun — Dedication.  God  has  blessed  us  mightily.  The  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  has  attained  to  a  remarkable  degree  of  unity  in  its  work,  as  we 
see  spiritual  ideals  dominate  every  forward  movement.  We  have  made 
material  progress',  but  not  at  a  cost  of  spiritual  progress.  Laymen  are 
taking  over  more  and  more  the  responsibility  for  our  business  and  financial 
ventures — as  business  (God’s  business)  and  financial  ventures.  Yet,  I  see 
more  and  more  in  my  dealings  with  the  people,  what  are  called  “com¬ 
mitted”  and  “concerned”  men,  women  and  young  people,  the  product  of 
faithful  teaching  Priests  and  family  background,  dedicated  wholly  and 
entirely  to  doing  God’s  will  in  their  own  lives  and  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 
No  group  of  Priests'  could  be  found  more  loyal  to  their  Ordination  Vows 
and  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  Parish  and  People.  We  have  attained  this 
with  the  realization  that  we  are  a  family — through  the  days  when  the 
going  was  difficult — and  we  must  not  lose  our  family  spirit  as  the  family 
grows  and  develops.  Each  parish  and  mission,  each  member,  must  be  con¬ 
cerned  for  each  other.  I  look  thankfully  towards  the  past — “thanking  God 
for  every  remembrance  of  you” — and  I  look  hopefully  towards  the  future, 
for  “it  does  not  appear  what  we  shall  be”,  and  while  we  are  in  the  present, 
I  pledge  myself  anew — my  own  complete  dedication,  myself  and  all  my 
faculties — for  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  welfare  of  His  Church. 
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REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES  AND  BOARDS 


REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  57th  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana, 
convened  at  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  October  5,  1955,  the  follow¬ 
ing  were  elected  members  of  the  Standing  Committee:  Fathers  Olsen, 
Wood,  Barnds,  Murphy  and  Sheridan.  At  the  organizational  meeting  on 
the  same  day,  Father  Murphy  was  elected  President  and  Father  Wood, 
Secretary. 

On  October  5,  1955,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  the  request 
of  the  Rev  William  E.  Smith  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood.  Approval 
was  given  to  the  request  of  St.  James’  Parish,  Goshen,  for  permission 
to  place  a  mortgage  of  $9,600.00  on  a  new  rectory  and  a  mortgage  of 
$5,400.00  on  the  present  Church  property,  both  mortgages  to  be  secured 
by  the  parish  pledges  payable  over  a  period  of  4  years.  The  Rector  and 
Vestry  of  St.  James’,  Goshen,  were  requested  to  inform  the  Bishop  and 
Council  of  the  disposition  of  a  loan  of  $600.00  obtained  from  the  Diocese 
some  years  ago. 

On  October  10,  1955,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  approval  was 
given  for  the  date  of  October  3  for  the  Annual  Council  in  1956. 

On  November  7,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Kansas 
for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

On  November  19,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Earl  M.  Honaman,  D.D.,  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Harrisburg. 

On  December  10,  1955,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Very  Rev.  James  W.  F.  Carman  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of 
Oregon. 

On  February  9,  1956,  the  Standing  Committee  elected  the  Rev.  Bruce  B. 
Mosier,  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Goshen  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  its 
membership  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  William  P.  Barnds. 
Permission  was  granted  for  the  shortening  of  the  diaconate  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  A.  Curtis  to  a  period  no  less  than  six  months  from  the  date  of 
his  ordination  to  the  diaconate.  The  Bishop  was  informed  that  the  present 
Standing  Committee  unanimously  believes  that  the  shortening  of  the 
diaconate  should  in  the  future  be  the  exception  to  the  rule  rather  than 
the  normal  practice  in  the  Diocese.  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  was 
given  approval  for  the  sale  of  the  Assistant’s  house. 

On  February  23,  1956,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  March  2,  1956,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Florida 
for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  March  17,  1956,  consent  was  given  to;  the  concecration  of  the  Rev. 
Edward  C.  Turner,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas. 

On  May  17,  1956,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Sacramento 
for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor.  The  President  then  re-convened 
the  Standing  Committee  as  a  Council  of  Advice  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

On  June  16,  1956,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
James  P,  Clements  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  and 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Frederic  C.  Lawrence  as  Suffragan  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts. 
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On  June  20,  1956,  in  answer  to  a  communication  from  the  Bishop, 
the  Standing-  Committee  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  can  be  no 
objection  to  the  ordination  of  a  candidate  prior  to  the  completion  of  his 
seminary  course,  provided  there  is  assurance  that  he  will  be  able  to 
function  in  his  ministry  as  a  deacon.  Approval  was  given  to  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  Hammond,  for  a  mortgage  of  $50,000.00  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  their  building  program  during  the  period  of  pledge  collec¬ 
tions.  The  President  then  reconvened  the  Standing  Committee  as  a  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Advice  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

On  June  30,  1956,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Chandler  W.  Sterling  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Montana. 

On  July  12,  1956,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
William  F.  Moses  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Florida. 

On  August  8,  1956,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  the  request 
of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne  for  a  10  year  mortgage  of  $95,000.00, 
with  payments  of  $725.00  monthly,  the  money  to  be  used  to  complete 
payments  on  the  construction  of  the  new  Parish  House  and  for  re-financ- 
ing  the  present  mortgage  of  $33,000.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  held  several  meet¬ 
ings  during  the  year.  A  complete  review  of  the  holdings  of  the  Trustees 
was  made  and  the  portfolio  of  investments  completely  reviewed  and  ad¬ 
justments  made  to  protect  the  profits  of  investments.  All  real  estate 
holdings  under  the  care  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
were  reviewed  and  all  are  in  good  condition.  The  Missions  which  have 
mortgage  indebtedness  to  pay  are  proceeding  in  orderly  liquidation  and 
all  appear  to  be  current.  The  Trustees  have  further  proceeded  to  secure 
up-to-date  appraisals  for  said  properties  and  all  are  in  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition  as  to  the  care  and  upkeep  of  said  properties. 

The  Trustees  have  reviewed  the  investment  portfolio  and  have  followed 
recommendations  to  secure  safe  and  good  financial  returns  for  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  in  carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Church.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  has  had  three  matters 
brought  before  it  for  study.  The  first  proposition  is  to  amend  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Article  5,  by  changing  the 
name  “The  Diocesan  Council”  to  “The  Diocesan  Convention”  and  to 
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amend  the  said  name  The  Diocesan  Council  or  the  world  Council  where- 
ever  they  may  appear  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  to  The  Diocesan 
Convention  or  Convention. 

The  second  matter  is  to  amend  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Section  2,  by  adding  the  sixth  sub-para¬ 
graph  as  follows1:  “All  elected  members  to  the  Bishop  and  Council  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  the  Diocesan  Convention,  except  that 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  in  the  Diocesan  Con¬ 
vention”. 

The  third  matter  which  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  is  with  reference  to  the  registration  of  (elections  and  it 
refers  specifically  to<  where  the  election  requires'  a  majority  of  the  council 
to  elect  a  particular  person  and  it  is  necessary  to  continue  balloting  to 
elect  a  prescribed  number  of  persons  or  a  person.  After  the  casting  of 
five  ballots  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  p#ss, 
the  person  having  the  least  number  of  votes  on  the  fifth  ballot  shall  be 
automatically  dropped  for  the  sixth  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  can¬ 
didate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  ballot  shall 
continue  until  the  election  is  resolved  on  subsequent  ballots,  being  a 
majority  vote. 

The  first  two  items  above  require  amendment  to  the  Constitution  and 
must  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  this  Council  of  October)  3,  1956  and 
must  be  likewise  approved  by  the  Council  of  October,  1957,  before  said 
item  can  be  effective. 

The  matter  of  the  election  procedure  can  be  attained  by  an  addition 
to  the  rules  of  order  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  Council.  Said 
rules  are  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  annual 
Council  Meeting.

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

We  congratulate  the  Diocese  on  the  greatly  improved  physical  fabric 
of  the  Church.  Wid  note  that  baptisms  during  the  last  year  amounted  to 
less  than  5%  of  the  total  number  of  baptized  people.  We  feel  that  this, 
in  view  of  the  high  birth  rate,  is  not  sufficiently  high  and  urge  greater 
interest  on  the  part  of  Churchmen  to  bring  more  people  to  this  Sacrament. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  rate  of  confirmations  is  over  6%  and  approaches 
a  better  rate  of  growth.  We  would  remind  the  Church,  however,  that 
really  aggressive  growth  should  be  10%. 

We  feel  that  in  view  of  some  apparent  confusion  regarding  diocesan 
canon  law,  a  special  committee  be  appointed  who  will  let  the  Diocese 
know  that  they  will  receive  suggestions  regarding  clarification  of  the 
canons.  One  of  the  points  we  hope  will  be  referred  to  it  will  be  the 
matter  of  parish  boundaries. 

We  recommend  that  in  order  to  relieve  the  Chancellor  of  details' 
during  the  Annual  Meeting  and  in  order  to  expedite  conciliar  business, 
a  parliamentarian  be  appointed  to  serve  for  two  consecutive  Councils. 

We  congratulate  those  responsible  for  furnishing  the  number  and 
quality  of  reports  that  we  have  received  today.  We  recommend  that  these 
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reports  be  mailed  to  delegates  in  advance  of  the  Council  and  that  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  other  pertinent  diocesan  infor¬ 
mation  be  mailed  to  all  priests,,  vestrymen,  and  committeemen,  all  of  this 
to  the  intent  that  there  be  a  better  informed  Church. 

We  note  with  approval  the  establishment  of  a  diocesan  office  with 
fulltime  personnel. 

We  note  with  thanks  the  gracious  hospitality  provided  the  Diocese 
in  previous  years  by  the  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Mallett,  and  rejoice  that  with 
the  establishment  of  a  Cathedral,  this  pleasant  burden  has  been  lifted 
from  their  shoulders.

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REPORTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 
AND  ITS  DEPARTMENTS 


REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Five  meetings  of  The  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  have  been  held  since 
the  last  Annual  Council.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken 
at  each  meeting. 

October  5,  1955,  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend 

A  brief  organizational  meeting,  following  the  Annual  Council.  The 
Bishop  was  empowered  to  organize  the  Bishop  and  Council  into  Depart¬ 
ments  and  schedule  the  year’s  meetings. 

December  7,  1955,  The  Episcopal  Residence,  South  Bend 

In  reporting  on  fund-raising  and  building  activity  in  the  various 
Missions,  the  Bishop  reported  a  grant  of  $25,000  from  the  National  Church 
to  St.  Augustine’s,  Gary.  Fr.  Douglass  was  appointed  chairman  of  a 
committee  to  investigate  building  sites  in  the  Calumet  area.  A  change 
in  emphasis,  stressing  sacrificial  giving,  was  discussed  in  connection  with 
the  Lenten  Offering.  Col.  Bouton  reported  $1,550,000  is  being  spent  in 
Howe  School’s  expansion  Program.  It  was  voted  that  $100  be  considered 
full  and  final  settlement  of  an  old  loan  to  St.  James’,  Goshen. 

January  26,  1956,  The  Episcopal  Residence,  South  Bend 

The  Bishop  announced  that  Fr.  Lewis,  who  has  supplied  at.  Gas  City 
since  his  retirement,  had  asked  to  be  relieved  and  that  all  provisions  had 
been  made  to  insure  his  eligibility  for  Pension  and  Social  Security. 
The  Finance  Committee  was  instructed  to  negotiate  with  the  rector  and 
vestry  of  Trinity,  Michigan  City  regarding  fan  adjustment  in  their 
fair-share,  resulting  from  a  change  in  the  administration  of  Barker  Hall. 
It  was  estimated  that  every  parish  and  mission  would  meet  its  fair- 
share  of  the  $50,842.01  budget,  except  for  approximately  $1,200.  The  Christ 
the  King  Offering  of  1955  totalled  $1062.49.  Figures  were  reported  show¬ 
ing  the  Diocese  far  ahead  of  the  National  Church  and  the  Province  during 
the  past  10  years  in  communicants,  etc.  $300  was  allocated  to  the  Missions 
Treasurer  for  office  expenses. 

May  22,  1956,  Bishopcroft,  Lake  Wawasee 

An  extensive  discussion,  resulting  in  no  immediate,  action,  followed 
the  report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  about  possible  purchase  of 
land  in  the  Calumet  Area.  Fr.  Trueman  was  appointed  chairman  of  the 
Lenten  Offering  for  1956  and  plans  were  announced  for  the  Howe  Con¬ 
ference,  Bishop  White  Camp,  and  Bishop  Gray  Camp.  Fr.  Wood  an¬ 
nounced  the  opening  of  a  non-profit  housing  development  in  Ft.  Wayne 
and  report  on  a  Social  Relations  Training  Conference.  An  additional  $700 
was  allocated  the  Dept,  of  Publicity  for  THE  BEACON.  Radio  and  T.  V. 
plans  of  the  National  Church  were  announced  and  discussed.  It  was  voted 
to  add  to  the  assessment  of  each  parish  $1.65  for  a  blanket  bonding  plan. 
A  resolution  of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Little  was  voted  upon  the  death  of 
Major  Frank  Little. 

August  8,  1956,  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth 

The  Bishop  explained  in  detail  the  askings  of  each  department  for 
the  1957  budget.  A  proposed  budget  of  $50,074  was  accepted  for  presen¬ 
tation  to  the  Annual  Council.  A  suggestion  that  “Annual  Council”  be 
changed  to  “Diocesan  Convention”  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  for  presentation  to  the  Annual  Council.  A  plan 
by  Fr.  Olsen  to  have  the  Vestry  dinners  the  night  before  Annual  Council 
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was  approved.  A  motion  to  move  the  Annual  council  to  establish  “The 
Northern  Indiana  Revolving  Building  Fund”  from  undesignated  1955,  and 
the  195C  Christ  the  King  Offerings,  was  passed.  An  additional  motion 
that  the  Annual  Council  be  asked  to  include  in  this  fund  the  unused  $2,500 
for  Advance  work  in  the  1956  budget,  carried.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  Department  held  two  meetings  during  the  past  Conciliar  year, 
both  at  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  on  August  1  and  September  18,  1956. 

At  the  August  meeting,  the  Bishop  reported  that  the  necessary 
papers  for  the  application  by  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  East 
Chicago,  for  admission  as  a  parish,  had  been  prepared  and  were  in  his1 
hands.  It  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Annual  Council  that  the,  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  be  admitted  as  a  parish. 

The  Bishop  reviewed  the  situation  in  every  Mission  of  the  Diocese, 
noting  that  Gas  City,  Huntington,  and  Warsaw  will  take  a  larger  share 
of  their  priests’  salary  in  their  budgetary  askings  for  1957. 

An  extensive  discussion  of  the  cash  needs  of  Missions,  in  connection 
with  building  programs,  followed.  Father  Royster  moved  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Missions  request  the  Bishop  and  Council  to  consider  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  revolving  capital  fund,  to  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  administered  by  the  Bishop  and  Council,  such  fund  to  be  started  with 
the  1955  Christ  the  King  Offering,  and  that  subsequent  Christ  the  King 
Offerings  be  added  to  the  fund;  and  that  a  statement  concerning  the 
need  of  this  plan  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Council.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  1956  Missions  budget  (after  the  reserve  fund  had  been 
maintained),  be  added  to  this  fund  and  that  a  Men’s  Offering  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  Diocese. 

At  the  September  18  meeting,  the  following  were  present:  The  Bishop; 
Fathers  Royster,  Murphy,  Douglass,  Varian;  Messrs.  Alexander  and  Bouton. 

The  Bishop  read  an  exchange  of  letters  with  the  Bishop  of  Chicago 
concerning  Church  work  in  Dyer  and  Munster.  The  Department  requested 
the  Bishop  to  write  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  defining  again,  explicitly,  our 
mutual  responsibility  in  that  area. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  he  was  relieving  Father  Claudius  of  his 
responsibilities  for  the  work  at  St.  Mary’s,  Delphi,  and  assigning  such 
work  as  is  required  there  to  Father  Richard  A.  Curtis. 

After  petitions  as  required  by  Canon  were  submitted  by  groups  from 
South  Bend  and  from  Long  Beach,  the  following  resolutions  were  unani¬ 
mously  passed. 

1.  Father  Murphy  moved,  Father  Varian  seconded,  that  the  application 
for  establishment  of  a  Mission  at  Long  Beach,  Indiana,  be  approved, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  Diocese  cannot  aid  them  financially 
this  year  and  no  recommendation  this  year  will  be  made  to  render 
any  financial  assistance. 

2.  Col.  Bouton  moved,  Mr.  Alexander  seconded,  that  the  application  for 
establishment  of  a  Mission  in  South  Bend  at  the  present  Episcopal 
Residence,  as  a  parochial  mission  of  St.  James’  Church,  be  approved, 
with  no  financial  aid  from  the  Diocese. 

The  meeting  of  the  Department  was  adjourned  and  a  meeting  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions 
was  immediately  convened.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Following  the  action  of  the  General  Convention  whereby  a  Diocese 
may  no  longer  apply  its  Children’s  Lenten  Missionary  Offering  on  its 
Quota  for  Missions,  the  emphasis  recommended  by  the  Department  for 
the  1956  Offering  was  on  sacrificial  giving  and  missionary  education. 
Father  Ferguson  was  Chairman  of  this  project  and  under  his  direction 
a  brochure  was  prepared  for  distribution  to  all  priests  and  church  school 
teachers.  The  Diocesan  rally  was  held  in  Plymouth  on  May  13,  1956, 
with  a  total  offering  of  $4,864.55  presented.  Parish  participation  was  as 
follows :

A  third  Camp  was  added  this  year  to  our  Conference-Camp  program, 
and  we  now  have  a  program  of  Camps  and  Conferences  for  children  and 
young  people  from  eight  years  old  through  High  School.  Father  Royster 
was  Dean  of  the  Howe  Conference,  and  Father  Varian  was  director  of 
both  the  Bishop  White  Camp  and  the  Bishop  Gray  Camp.  These  three 
projects  were  at  capacity  registration,  and  were  not  only  a  success  in 
providing  Christian  education  and  an  experience  in  Christian  living,  but 
were  able  to  carry  themselves  financially. 

Through  the  office  of  Miss  Bemont,  several  parishes  were  helped 
with  their  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools,  and  Miss  Bemont  was  in 
residence  to  supervise  three  such  schools:  Valparaiso,  St.  Augustine’s, 
Gary  and  Huntington. 


In  September,  1956,  the  Department  sponsored  two  days  of  Conference, 
with  the  Rev.  Alfred  E.  Persons,  from  the  Leadership  Training  Division 
of  the  National  Department  of  Christian  Education.  One  day  was  spent 
with  the  members  of  the  Diocesan  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
and  one  day  with  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  These  meetings  were  held 
at  Bishopcroft,  Lake  Wawasee.  Father  Persons  considered  with  thei  clergy 
the  various  aspects  of  their  role  as  chief  trainers  for  teachers  and  other 
leaders  in  their  parishes.  Time  was  given  to  the  matter  of  program  and 
class  analysis,  the  place  of  subject  matter  in  the  class  room,  and  the 
procedures  involved  in  assisting  teachers  and  other  leaders  with  their 
task  of  communicating  the  Gospel.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Your  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  has  been  principally  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  problems  of  Refugee  Re-settlement.  The  refugees  spon¬ 
sored  by  Dr.  Kintner  of  Mishawaka  and  Mrs.  Toam  of  Fort  Wayne  are 
now  happily  settled  and  at  work.  Christ  the  King  Mission  of  Huntington 
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was  disappointed  to  learn  that  the  refugee  under  their  sponsorship  was 
adopted  on  arrival  in  New  York  City  by  a  relative.  Other  assurances  are 
being  processed  in  Fort  Wayne  and  placed  in  file  to  await  further  Con¬ 
gressional  action.  The  Re-settlement  Program  is  now  ended,  and  it  will 
not  be  revived  unless  considerable  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  on  Con¬ 
gress  by  Christian  people  who  feel  the  importance  of  opening  up  our 
shores  to  the  spiritually  depressed  and  the  physically  desperate  of  the 
world. 

The  Department  also  continues  to  circularize  the  clergy  with  the 
latest  materials  developed  by  the  National  Council’s  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations.

The  Department  of  Publicity  functions  principally  through  the  Edi¬ 
torial  Staff  of  THE  BEACON,  with  Department  members  available  for 
consultation  and  advice.  Regular  reports  have  been  made  to  the  Bishop 
and  Council  of  the  Diocese. 


THE  BEACON  has  been  published,  according  to  schedule,  six  times 
in  the  past  year:  in  October,  December,  February,  April,  June  and  August. 
THE  BEACON  goes  to  every  family  in  the  Diocese,  insofar  as  their 
names  are  furnished  to  the  Editor.  Nominally,  50c  per  year  of  each 
pledge  to  Missions  is  considered  to  be  in  payment  of  a  subscription. 

The  1956  Bishop  and  Council  Budget  included  $1800  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  though  in  the  previous  year  it  had  been  necessary  to  make  an 
additional  allocation.  At  the  May  1956  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Coun¬ 
cil,  the  chairman  of  the  Department  estimated  that  an  additonal  $700 
would  be  needed  to  complete  the  year  on  the  present  basis,  and  this 
amount  was  voted  as  an  additional  allocation.  The  proposed  1957  Bishop 
and  Council  Budget  reflects  the  more  realistic  figure  of  $2500  for  this 

department. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of  THE  BEACON  has  re¬ 
mained  constant  for  the  past  two  years,  even  though  an  increase  m  com¬ 
municants  and  the  availability  of  up-to-date  mailing  lists  constantly  in¬ 
creases  the  number  of  copies  required. 


The  Department,  and  the  Diocese,  is  indebted  to  the  Misses  Mabel 
and  Mary  Cole  of  Gethsemane,  Marion,  who  serve  ^w^2,utT,^^^atl0n 
of  any  kind  as  Business  Manager  and  Secretary  of  THE  BEACON,  re¬ 
spectively.  Together,  they  maintain  a  constantly  changing  mailing  list  ot 
over  4,000  names  and  handle  all  work  of  addressing  and  mailing  every 

issue.
